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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 56-59, drawn to recombinant adenovirus comprising a foreign gene and an 
E2A deletion, classified in class 435, subclass 320.1. 

II. Claim 60, drawn to a recombinant adenovirus with a foreign gene inserted between 
an E2A and L3 gene, classified in class 435, subclass 320.1 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of Inventions" in 
MPEP 806.05 for inventive groups that are directed to different distinct products, restriction is 
deemed to be proper because these methods appear to constitute patentably distinct inventions. 
The adenovirus of Group I have a deletion of E2A, whereas, the adenovirus of Group II implicitly 
have an intact E2A region because of recitation (claim 60) of "comprising an adenovirus genome" 
and "termination codon(s) of an E2A gene". Thus, the product limitations in each group appear to 
be mutually exclusive. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, and vice versa, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
